LITTLE CHINESE BOY'S 
eS DEATH, 


In Mr. -R; Ev Lindsell’s Court 
at the Central Magistracy yester- 
day . afternoon,” the ._Coroner’s 
jury which sat with his 
to “hold .‘an. inquiry ‘into the 
death of..a 14-year-old.

amination made‘by, witness of the 
vulcaniser showed that there was 
a small crack -near the bottom 
which was not discernible from 
the exterior. This defect, the 
witness opined, was the cause of. 


the explosion. This "crack, the|Ch 


‘witness said, would be- hard ‘to 
discover, and no blame could ‘be 
laid on anyone for not discover- 
ing, it. The crack was probably 
due to the heating and cooling of 
the vulcaniszer resulting in a sort 
of “concertina”. action on the 
walls of the vulcaniser, . , 
Addressing the jury, 
Coroner said: I think that the 
evidence. of the Senior Marine 
Surveyor'has made it clear that 
this fatality was unforeseen and 
therefore unpreventable.
